standard again as soon as a successful war had been waged against

2<, Between 10 and 16 March, all Potsdam troops were shipped out and re~ 
placed by new units in similar strength* The new troops make an ex- 
cellent impression, being 20 to 24 years old, well-dressed, and led 
by NCO's and officers who wear decorations*. Strength is believed 
to be two rifle regiments plus an artillery unit variously described 
as a battalion and as a regiment. It is presumed the latter troops 
will use guns left behind by the former occupants of the Wildpark 
area* The only new armament consists of twelve (undescribed) gum?
